Those men who 
went there want for a good pur-- 
pose. It was the minority who 
put the conference beyond all con- 
trol." 


Hildebrand attended the group 


hearing on unemployment, as there 
were no sessions on agriculture or 
livestock, and-served as a member 
•of 
the resolution* committee of 
that division.

in from the committee were recom- 
mendations that business be freed 
from the fear of further govern-

interference;

malicious attacks. The resolutions 
declared that the Wagner act was 
being administered in an unfair 
manner, and asked that employes 
and employers have a joint re- 
sponsibility on labor agreements.

Leahy Again Witness. 


Admiral William D. Leahy told 


the house naval affairs committee 
that battleships, while the best of 
all modern defense weapons, are 
not invulnerable and could be sunk 
by aerial bombs or torpedoes. 


Leahy, chief of U. S. naval op- 


erations, explained, however, that 
the modern type of 
battleships 


could be sunk by aerial bombard- 
ment only if "struck often enough 
in the right places." 


Leahy began discussion of rela- 


tive value of naval and aerial

Gov. 
Cochran hai not specific- 


ally announced his candidacy for 
re-election, but what some 
con- 


sider an equivalent was an an- 
nouncement that the state cosme- 
tology or "beauty" board had 
saved £5,113 in its operating co»U 
in 1937 compared with the cost In 
1935, prior to his reformation of 
that body by "an executive order" 
issued by him in 1936. 
Cost of 


operation in 1935 was $16,860.26. 
The cost in 1937 was $11,747.26. 
This board was created by the 
legislature to license and regulate 
beauty parlors, about the time it 
created a similar board to license 
barbers. It is under control of the 
governor. 


When an audit of the cosmetol- 


ogy board of examiners showed 
accumulation of a big surplus in 
fees and showed that members of 
the board were drawing per diem 
and one of its members was re- 
ceiving pay as "secretary" Gov. 
Cochran said he deemed this ex- 
travagant, and issued tan order 
that members should receive pay 
only when attending board meet- 
ings and not while traveling" over 
the state acting as inspectors. 
Clerical work of the board was 
turned over to Mrs. Clark Perkins, 
who is secretary for all other ex- 
arnining boards which license 10 
or more professions.

"speed up system" to the federal 
judiciary. 


Federal judges who do not work 


fast enough would have their pay 
stopped under Towey's bill en- 
titled "A bill to promote the ef- 
ficiency of the federal judiciary, 
and for other purposes. 
"Slow work, slow pay," is the 


warning of the bill which would 
require a judge to sign an affida- 
vit that no case has been waiting 
more than 90 days for a decision 
before he can draw his monthly 
pay check. 


Towey steered clear of the su- 


preme court, however, by specifi- 
cially exempting the justices from 
the bill's requirements because, he 
said, "their efficiency and up-to- 
date work is beyond the fair crit- 
icism of anyone." 


All other federal .judges, how- 


ever, would have to swear 
they 


hadn't gone fishing or played goll 
when there was long-delayed work 
to be done in order to stay 
on 


Uncle Sam's payroll. ' 


A lot of judges, Towey said, are 
just plain lazy. He came to that 
conclusion after he and Chairman 
Hatton Sumnera, (d., Tex.), con- 
ducted a national investigation of 
the federal courts last summer.

An inspector, with the 
federal bureau of prisons, recently 
on inspection here gave the city 
jail high rating, both as to cleanli- 
ness and food. He even sampled 
the latter. 
"My boys are getting fatter than 


pigs," said Marshal O'Grady in re- 
ferring to his eight charges either 
serving time or awaiting appear- 
ance before the federal grand jury 
March 17. 
He added that 
some of 
them 


have stated that they get too much 
in comparison with their limited 
exercise. 
"It is a common thing," the 


marshal said, "for federal prison- 
ers either when picked up or after 
sentence, to request that they be 
sent to the Lincoln city jail. They 
say that it has the reputation of 
being a good jail—clean and with 
good food."

PITTMAN SAYS TREND 


TO RESULT IN WAR 


Senate Committee Chairman 


Bay! 
Democracies to Be 


at Diiadvantage.. 


WASHINGTON. (Copyright by 


UP). Senator Pittman. (d., Nev.), 
chairman of the senate relations 
committee and, therefore, an au- 
thoritative voice on foreign affairs, 
warned that continuation of the 
present trend in world affairs will 
•inevitably result in war" in which 
democracies will be at a disad- 
vantage. 
Unless a change can be brought 


about, he said, it is the duty of 
the United States to prepare its 
defenses "without regard to cost." 
In an unusually frank discussion 


of current International conflicts 
and crises, Pittman contrasted the 
policies of the democratic nations 
as represented 
by 
the 
United 


States, Great Britain and France 
with the dictatorial governments 
of Japan, Germany and Italy. He 
said "the socalled 
authoritarian 


governments have been consolidat- 
ing and strengthening was instru- 
mentalities and the socalled demo- 
cratic governments have been pro- 
gressively retreating with every 
indication of pacific fear and mili- 
tary retreating. 
"The continuation of such courses 


will inevitably result in continued 
conquests and ultimate war with 
the socalled democracies at a dis- 
advantage." 
Pittman doubted whether Japan 


would submit a direct answer to 
inquiries about reported construc- 
tion of superdreadnaughts. 
He 


charged that world conditions have 
grown worse since 
a Japanese 


military clique seized control, rul- 
ing thru "arbitrary power and 
violence." 
Pittman's remarks punctuated a 


congressional storm over foreign 
policy and naval building issues as 
illustrated by debate over the ad- 
ministration's 
$800,000,000 
war- 


ships program and a resolution by 
Senator Johnson, (r., Calif.), call- 
ing upon Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull to reveal whether this 
nation has any secret alliances or 
agreements. 
Senator Nye also introduced a 


resolution insisting that Hull de- 
termine upon what authority an 
article was written for an Aus- 
tralian paper purporting to reveal 
that the United States had sup- 
plied the British admiralty with in- 
formation 
concerning 
Japanese 


fortifications. The article declared, 
according to- Nye, that the infor- 
mation was obtained by U. S.

ARGUE COMPENSATION LAW 


Argument was heard by the su- 


preme court Tuesday on the ques- 
tion of whether the statute of limi- 
tations which requires all claims 
for workmen compensation to be 
filed within a year after an acci- 
dent applies where the dependents 
are minor children and are un- 
aware of their rights under the 
law. The case came from Lancas- 
ter county and arose out of the 
fact that five years alter the death 
of W. W. Ray. an employe of the 
Sanitary 
Garbage 
company, 
a 


claim was filed on behalf of his 
two children. Mrs. Ray had filed 
no claim, and remarried, and this 
left the children in the legal role 
of dependents. The district court 
held against the children, saying 
the law was absolute in its terms, 
but the attorney for their guardian 
contended, that the term used in 
the law to designate when the 
statute of limitations began to run 
"legal disability" included minors 
or infancy, and it does not start 
to run against them until they 
reach their legal majority. The 
case also involved the question of 
whether Ray's death was from 
causes that arose from an acci- 
dent, a cut on the hand. 
Two other attorneys, as friends 


of the court, raised also the ques- 
tion of whether when . the legisla- 
ture passed the law it did not have 
in mind that a general law pro- 
tected infants from the operation 
of the statute of limitations dur- 
ing their legal minority.

bid and make slams Duplicate bridge 
offers more prosaic pleasures Here 
it is likely to be more profitable to 
put up a splendid defense against t» 
measly contract of one-odd and defeat 
It a trick than to score a thousand or 
more points through the slam route 
In an ordinary eight table duplicate 
game at least four or five teams will 
bid the slam on a given board. Of 
course, the contract may be makeable

In the appointment of Miss Mary 
V. Barkman as assistant librarian 
n May, 1936 (previously assistant 
o the librarian from May, 1935) 
ic board recognized the need of 
he librarian delegating some of 
er duties to a qualified and trained 
ssistant It appeals, however, that 
he duties ordinarily performed by 
n assistant librarian were not per- 
ormed by Miss Barkman, thru no 
ault of her own. Prom all that 
an be learned, no actual authority 
fas given her by the librarian nor 
ny 
specific 
responsibilities dele- 
ated to hei. Nevertheless. 1 found 
i my personal 
interviews 
with 
lembers of the staff that .Miss 
3arkman did much to better the 
forking conditions of the staff, to 
ecure the adoption of schedules 
or individual workers and other- 
ose aided the staff in the per- 
ormance of its duties prior to her 
esignation in November, 1936. 
When Mr. Kristoffersen was ap- 
ointed assistant librarian in the 
anng of 1937, the precedent had 
Iready been established of having 
omeone occupy the post of assis- 
ant 
librarian. 
Mr. Kristoffersen 
rought to that cost valuable ex- 
Derience in two of the country's 
reatest public library systems, plus 
he training offered by a school 
rom which have (graduated many 
f the country's outstanding libran- 
ns, including the newly appointed 
rector of Harvard university 11- 
rary.

Members of Staff. 


The staff is relatively young botr 
in age and in yeais of service as 
compared to the staffs of most li 
braiies that have been in existenc 
as long as the Lincoln city library 
The number of years of forma 
education (college and university 
as reported by individual member 
of the staff is considerably highe 
than is to be found in most com 
^arable libraries A compilation o 
data secured by personal inter 
\iews with all available members o 
the staff during the first week o 
November, 1937, is used as a basi 
for this and other observations I 
this compilation the records of 2 
members of the staff not includm 
the librarian, the assistant librar 
ian, the pait time children s librar 
Ian, a substitute then 
employed 


clerical workeis and pages, hav 
been used. Of these 23 regular fa 
time members of the staff, 16 hiu 
college degrees.

In addition five members of the 
staff report one to three years of 
college work 
It Is noticeable that those ap- 
pointed to the staff in recent years 
are for the most part college giad- 
uates. 


A much smaller number than is 


,o be found In most comparable li- 
braries have either attended library 
schools or taken 
summer 
short 
courses in library science. With the 
exceptions noted above of those who 
are not considered in tills compila- 
tion only five of the staff have had 
ibrary training in an accredited li- 
jrary school. -Of these five, three 
were appointed during 
the 
last 


half of 1937. 
The history of the individual ap- 
pointments shows 
a 
steady and 
consistent raising of standards for 
staff appointments during recent 
years for which the library board 
deserves commendation 
The average age of the staff is 
36 years. Three are past 60 years 
of age and three others are between 
;he ages of 45 and 50. The average 
length of service in the Lincoln 
city library is a little over six years. 


The staff can roughly be divided 
into two groups. The first consti- 
tutes the older group of those who 
have been in the library service 
eight or more years. Including the 
librarians who joined the staff as 
.ibrarians 
of 
individual 
libraries 
then annexed to the Lincoln city 
library. This group with certain 
exceptions shows less scholastic and 
professional 
preparation 
for 
the 
work than the second group con- 
sisting of more recent appointees 
nearly all of whom report college 
graduation and a degree. The num- 
oer in the second group appointed 
within the past seven years indi- 
cates a more lapid staff turnover 
than is to be found in most libraries 
This is undoubtedly due in large 
part to the extremely low beginning 
salaries and lack of a plan for pro- 
motion and regular salary Increases, 
and to a lesser degree to certain 
difficult working conditions which 
will be further discussed. 
Except for certain steps which 
have been taken during the past 
year, there is little evidence of any 
departmental organization of 
the 
staff such as is to 
be found 
in 
nearly all libraries comparable in 
size and activities to the Lincoln 
city library. 


In the assignment of duties to 
individuals, little attention has been 
paid to salary costs or professional 
training. Delegation 
of authority 
has not been customary in the re- 
lations between the librarian and 
the staff, resulting in a feeling, ex- 
pressed 
confidentially 
bv m a n y 
staff members, that their work is 
that of cleiks and flunkies rather 
than that of professional librarians 
One of the lewards often mentioned 
by professional librarians 
is 
the 


feeling of satisfaction and sense of 
accomplishment when and where 
they are permitted and encouraged 
to initiate and develop services for 
which they alone are held responsi- 
ble to n superior officer. This feel- 
ing is in large part lacking among 
those with professional 
qualifica- 
tions on the Lincoln city librarv 


Except during the last six months 


of 1937, professional training ap- 
pears not to have been recognized 
either in salaries or in assignment 
of work The same is in large part 
true of higher educational prepara- 
tion and background.

Devil's island off the coast of 
French Guiana, yet few people 
have an accurate picture of the 
situation there. That picture, in 
all its horrible and sordid trim- 
mings, is given by Rene Belbenoil 
in his book, "Dry Guillotine,' 
(Dutton), which tells the story as 
seen by one who sperit 15 years in 
the French penal colony as a pris- 
oner. If only a fraction of Mr 
Belbenoit's story is true, the sit- 
uation 
is still 


beyond belief.

Devil's island is but a small 


portion of the French penal col- 
ony. 
The main camps and peni- 


tentiaries 
are 
situated 
on 
the 


mainland of French Guiana, 
St. Laurent, Cayenne and m the 
jungle. For disciplinary purposes 
and s p e c i a l punishments, the 
island group ten miles off the 
coast has been fitted up for the 
housing 
of 
prisoners. 
One 
o. 


these islands is Devil's 
where 


political prisoners are kept. Capt 
Dreyfus was the first to be im- 
prisoned there. Fifty men hav 
spent time on that island since th' 
colony was founded in 1852, A 
second island is Royale where 450 
prisoners and turnkeys are quar- 
tered. The third i s l a n d , St 
Joseph, is also occupied by nbou 
450 prisoneis, half of them being 
in solitary confinement in dark 
damp cells. Five years of sue] 
confinement is not an uncommon 
sentence.

victs in the penal colony, cspc 
cially of the 2,000 in camps on tin 
mainland, is escape. Those on tin

almost impossible. On the main 
land, escape is common. Con

The more certain any one is that 
such indispositions or illnesses aic 
communicable 
in 
their 
early 


stages (before the victim feels sick 
enough to remain at home or to 
jo to bed) the more care he is go- 
,ng to take, if he knows how, to 
avoid catching the alleged "cold." 
Right here if our space were not 
strictly limited, I'd like to pound 
home once more the principle of 
conversational spray infection. But 
it might make unpleasant reading 
for women, children and the poli- 
ticians 
who 
administer 
public 


health. 


Neuritis is not especially related 


with "rheumatism" but merits con- 
sideration here because it has had 
a vogue and is cultivated as a fad 
by some doctors and laymen. 


Neuritis 
is 
Inflammation 
of 


nerve. 
One nerve alone may be 


affected, 
say the great 
sciatic 


nerve behind the hip and extending 
down the back of the leg; or the 
optic nerve, the nerve of vision. Or 
many nerves may be affected, as 
in the multiple neuritis or poJy- 
neuritis of 
beriberi, alcoholism, 


chronic arsenic 
poisoning, nutri- 


tional 
deficiency 
in 
pregnancy. 


These are 
instances 
of genuine 


neuritis. 


The affectation of "neuritis" by 


the idle rich, the parasitic relatives 
or dependents of men who get too 
much pay or have too large an 
income, is generally not neuritis at 
all, but some real or imaginary 
ache, pain or weakness the para- 
site cultivates just to cover his 01 
her imposition.

Many people, he 
says,

that during periods of low precipi- 
:atlon general rains are replaced 
by those more local in nature, a 
belief induced by the 
fact that 
every little rain receives wide pub- 
licity. Actually, says Prof. Blair, 
there are just as many local show- 
ers during years of normal rain- 
fall, but they'are not headlined in 
the newspapers. 


Why have general rains failed 


in Oils part of the country? Pro'. 
Blair says it is due to a change in 
the distribution of pressure over 
the North American continent, the 
Pacific 
and 
Atlantic 
oceans. 


Meterologists know now that there 
the three large 
and 
permanent 
pressure areas over the globe lo- 
cated as follows: A low pressure 
area off the Alaskan coast, and 
two high pressure areas off the 
Southern Californian 
coast 
and 


Bermuda islands. 


Areas Shift. 


"These are permanent positions 


for these three pressure areas, al- 
tho they may change their loca- 
tions 
slightly " 
the 
university 


meteorologist points out. "This is 
actually what happened in 1934. 
Here in Nebraska 
beginning in 
1934 we did not receive any of the 
normal cold air from Canada nor 
any of the warm moisture laden 
air from the gul'. Instead, the cold 
air moving from the northern Pa- 
cific across Canada missed 
Ne- 
braska 
entirely, 
going 
farther 


east, while the warm air from the 
south came not from the gulf but 
from 'the bowl area to the south-

west. Thus, the proper fusion of 
the two air currents did not taka 
place In this area, which left us 
without rain. 
Apparently 
these 
three major high and low pressure 
areas are still out of their nntinal 
position and as the result our rain 
storms are occurring further to 
the east." 


Of lesser importance, stiys Blair, 
is the fact that showers are pos- 
sibly less numerous In dry weather 
because the soil and vegetation are 
dry and theie is little evaporation. 
Still another 'actor is the state's 
far Inland position, shut off as it 
is from moisture laidened winds of 
the Pacific by the Rocky moun- 
tains. Nebraska must depend al- 
rmist entirely upon gulf air cur- 
rents for rain. 
In order for the 
three 
large 
pressure areas to make general 
rains possible once again in this 
section of the country, the center 
of pressure off the Alaskan coast, 
for example, will have to mo vet 
farther south and west. Just when 
this change in location will occur 
meteorologists do not know, 'or 
they are still trying to find out 
what caused them to change in the

place,

Help Curb 


Disease 


Early Diagnosis and 


Treatment Advised 
to Combat Syphilis 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.

MEDICAL SCIENCE has always 


waged war against syphilis. It has 
oeen one of the hidden wars of man- 
kind. At present a definite cam- 
paign against venereal diseases is 
being carried on by the lay public, 
as well as by the medical profes- 
sion. 
Let us hope this marks a 


definite step toward the ultimate 
eradication of this social disease. 


Only recently the "United States 


surgeon general published an arti- 
cle in which he stressed the f-ct 
that syphilis must be regarded as 
a national scourge. He urged the 
public necessity of ending it. The 
doctor pointed out that if proper 
publicity is/given to the means of 
dealing with the disease it may dis- 
appear within a reasonable length 
of time. 


Regarded as Shameful 


Heretofore, there has been great 


reluctance about discussing this 
affliction of mankind. The disease 
has always been regarded as a 
shameful thing and its known vic- 
tims have been avoided. Those who 
sought medical treatment did so in 
secret. 
If that attitude were to 


continue, the disappearance of the 
disease could never be expected. 


Everyone should be familiar with 


its dangers and need of proper 
treatment. Medical advice should 
always be available. What is more 
important, it should be known by 
all that it can be cured. 


The control and ultimate exter- 


mination of syphilis is the object of 
the campaign. To accomplish the 
end desired, it Is necessary to have 
complete co-operation of the public 
and the medical profession. 


Neglect of the disease means 


serious complications to the af- 
flicted one. It means, too, the 
spread of the disease to others, un- 
suspecting and innocent persons. 
Quick recognition means complete 
cure for the victim and safety for 
others. 


Consult Physician 


If a person fears he has this dis- 


ease, he should consult with a phy- 
sician immediately. Since the iirst 
effects of syphilis are often pain- 
less, or entirely absent, the disease 
may be overlooked. But if there 
is the slightest possibility of its 
presence, medical attention should 
be had at once. 


The doctor 13 frequently asked 


whether it is possible to be cured 
of syphilis. The answer is yes. 
Early recognition and early treat- 
ment \vill meet with early success. 
Unfortunately, there may be re- 
lapses. 
Treatment must be con- 


tinued for a considerable time in 
order to prevent such relapses.

Mr. Galloway said he had seen 


at least three of the petitions and 
thta these were well filled. 
Under 


:he city's brake and light test 
setup 
the 
dealer 
has 
received 


nothing for his testing and his 
been required ot tie up his own 
money in stickers. The ssytem, it 
is claimed, has caused some mis- 
understanding on the part of the 
public and a lot of grief for the 
dealer. The latter apparently pre- 
fers that his customers come to 
him voluntarily with request for 
such service as they may desire. It 
is the contention that test equip- 
ment runs into real money. 
Under the new state law, the 


Nebraska safety patrol act, it is 
provided that any public garage 
tiaving complied with the manual 
of rules and regulations shall be 
recognized as an official station. 
When a municipal station has been 
or may be hereafter established, it 
shall be the official station for such 
municipality. 
The state law pro- 


vides for a fee of 25 cents for test- 
ing, 20 cents of which to be re- 
tained by the inspecting station. 


Director Venner and members of 


the council are entirely in sympa- 
thy with the request of petitioners. 
They have endeavored to find some 
means of financing the setting up 
of an adequate municipal station 
here. The legal department, how- 
ever, has shaken a head at every 
proposal along financing lines. The 
city has no equipment of its own 
altho it has used borrowed equip- 
ment. 


Director Venner said that equip- 


ment will perhaps cost upward of 
$2,500. Total cost of an adequate 
municipal 
station 
to handle all 


testing business, has been roughly 
estimated at $20,000. It is prob- 
able that something will be done 
about it when a new budget is 
framed in the fall. It is assumed 
that a station would pay for it- 
self in a short time. If this city 
had saved part of the revenue 
from sale of brake and light tags 
it perhaps would be in position to 
finance a station. 


There may be some reason to 


contend that the city has not used 
its sticker money for educational 
purposes, it having been the intent 
at the beginning to at least use 
part of it in such manner.

STATE IN SEVENTH DRY YEAR 


January and August of 1937 


Made New Records. 


Meteorologist Blair said in his 


annual report that 1937 was the 
sevenht consecutive year of sub- 
normal precipitation. 


"Amounts were deficient over 


the entire state, except that slight 
excesses were reported from a few 
localities where heavy downpours 
fell on one or two summer days," 
he asserted. 
"Deficiencies were 


greatest in the southeastern por- 
tion of the state, and exceeded 12 
inches locally, with several sta- 
tions reporting the least annual 
precipitation of record. 
Amounts 


were generally within four inches 
of normal' over a belt extending 
from 
the. extreme 
northeastern 


portion of the state southwestward 
to Furnas 
county and 
thence 


northward to southern Sheridan 
county." 


January of 1937 was the coldest 


January of record for the state. 
Blair pointed out persistently mod- 
erate cold readings caused the 
record, rather than extremes. The 
month of August was the hottest 
in history as well as one of the 
driest. Hot winds in August almost 
destroyed the state's corn crop. 


"Subsoil moisture," Blair con- 


cluded, 
"remained 
seriously 
de- 


pleted as a result of the prolonged 
succession of dry years." He noted 
these extremes in the state in 1937:

EAST NEBRASKA-AREA 


Craven and Bischoff Oppose 


Move to Drop Lan- 


caster County. 


The steam roller majority of six 


directors pushed a redistricting 
resolution thru the Eastern, Ne- 
braska public power district meet- 
ing Monday. George Craven and 
William Bischoff voted in oppo- 
sition to the resolution which nad 
been introduced by George Kline. 
Craven charged that the resolu- 


tion was so terribly written "no 
one can understand it," saying that 
it was not only illegal but incom- 
prehensible. 
Redistricting was aimed solely 
at him, said Craven, in order to 
force him off the board because 
he opposed nepotism and directors 
placing1 themselves on salaried jobs 
with the district. Craven said that 
he would welcome a court fight on 
the matter. 
The resolution presented, consid- 
erably changed since its introduc- 
tion a month ago, would seek the 
removal of Lincoln and all parts 
of Lancaster county in which the 
lines of the district do not run. 


F.Itzslmmons Silent. 


When Craven asked Dr. A. P. 
Fitzsimmons, Tecumaeh, president 
of the district, to explain the reso- 
lution the doctor retorted. "I'm 
not answering any questions." 
When reporters asked to see the 
resolution after the meeting the 
board president ordered Kline to 
rush it to the attorneys at once. 
When reporters asked Kline what 
provisions of the resolution meant 


> ho retorted, "you try to figure it 


out." 
Changes in the typewritten text 
had been made in Kline's handwrit- 
ing which, Craven charged, were 
uni-eadable. 
The resolution was 
carried to Robert Van Pelt who, 
with Charles Dafoe, Tecumseh, will 
prepare the resolution in legal 
form. 
William Bischoff had offered a 
redistricting resolution, following 
the unicameral's redistricting plan. 
Offered as a substitute amendment 
it failed for want of a second. 
'"I think somebody got at this 


., and awkwardly tried to follow that 
letter of Fisher's," said Craven. 
"The resolution as drawn is not 


only illegal but incomprehensible. 
The one offered last time excludes 
Lancaster. This one pretends to 
exclude other towns but doesn't do 
it. No'other directors are affected 
by this resolution. I know that the 
purpose is to eliminate me. 
I 


wouldn't object to that if you had 
some substantial reason except 
malice.Craven's Suggestion. 


"Here's my suggestion. 
Why 


don't you go ahead and draw one 
to eliminate Lincoln, to eliminate 
me ? 
That's what you're after 
Submit it to the state engineer 


and we'll make our record and 
take it to the court to be passed 
on. 
I'm willing to expedite this, 
you couldn't do me a better per- 
sonal favor than get me off this 
board. 
I don't think the bill as 
introduced by Dafoe at the last 
legislature, as drawn by him and 
Van Pelt for 
which they will 
eventually get $15,000, is good. 
''If you want to stay on the 
payroll it's your job to get me off 
the board. Go ahead and pass it, 
you've got the six votes. But as 
long as I stay on the board I will 
continue to fight for the principles 
I believe to be right. 
"Testing the constitutionality of 
the statute won't make me mad. 
The district now has property 
worth a million. You can't legis- 
late Lincoln's interest in that 
away." 
The afternoon session was rea- 
sonably quiet. Just one minor ex- 
plosion occurred. 


Kline referred to a meeting Jan. 
29, 1937, when he said Craven tried 
to get a measure thru a commit- 
tee reducing amount of directors" 
bonds. 
"That's a lie," shouted Craven. 
He was sternly ordered by Fitz- 
simmons to keep quiet. 


- After Kline had finished his dis- 
course Craven said that he did not 
try to get the bonds reduced. He 
said he did make an effort to make 
directors liable on $1,000 bonds 
which would have eliminated tak- 
ing of graft "money in appliances" 
and prevent directors from charg- 
ing contractors 10 percent com- 
missions under threats that their 
contracts otherwise would not pass 
inspections. 
It was reported at the meeting 
Monday' that the-"line loss" last 
month was reduced to 39 percent. 


A bill of $250 from Van Pelt for 
services and also $22.90 for ex- 
penses, the same amount from Da- 
foe for services and $10.50 ex- 
penses, started a discussion about 
legal fees. 
The attorneys have a contract 


calling-for a fee equal to % of 1 
percent of the construction cost. 
It was said that this would entitle 
them to $15,000. Some directors 
couldn't see why they should have 
to pay extra bills. The bills, which 
were approved by the REA legal 
staff, are for work done before the 
railway commission and supreme 
court in connection with the stop 
work order obtained by the Ne- 
braska Power company. 
Bischoff said that REA seems 
to consider attorneys' fees ahead 
of everybody else. The legal ad- 
visers were paid $1,701.94 on Sept. 
9 for their services. 


SUPPORTING 
BAKER. 


Members of the Lincoln printers 
union voted to support C. M. Baker 
for a candidate to run for presi- 
dent of the- International Typo- 
graphical union in the election 
next May. 
Baker is urging that 
the union continue its affiliation 
with the A. F. of L. while C. P.

FOR ENCLOSED PLAN 


Object to Ordinance Driving 


Them Inside—Payroll of 


City Furnished. 


Fruit and vegetable men, doing 


retail business in residental sec- 
tions, appeared before the council 
Monday to protest, in voice or by 
their presence, to passage of the 
pending ordinance which, in a 
zone amendatory way, carries this 
permissive use for local business 
districts: 


'Retail 
fruit 
and 
vegetable 
stores and markets 
when con- 


ducted entirely with 
walls of a building." 
The local business use section of 
the zone ordinance, it was ex- 
plained, was so phrased as to give 
a degree of protection to those 
living in homes in the immediate 
vicinity of stores. A setback re- 
quirement was written in so that 
businesses could not shut off view, 
light and air and otherwise reduce 
value of residential properties. It 
is the contention of the council 
that the proposed amendment is 
founded not only upon the prin- 
ciples of public policy but upon 
those having to do with public 
health. It has been suggested that 
a setback requirement in these lo- 
cal business areas would be shorn 
of its value if merchandise is to 
be displayed in and sold from such 
space. 
The ordinance was given a sec- 
ond reading. In the ordinary course 
it will come up for final passage 
next Monday. Much complaint was 
directed toward the city hall last 
summer by householders against 
merchandising In setback spaces 
in local business zones. An ordi- 
nance then was 
prepared, 
for 
study, prohibiting use of the 20 
foot setbiick for merchandising. 
The pending ordinance goes a step 
further in one respect; it prohibits 
open air merchandising in these 
zones even tho fruit and vegetable 
display 
line. 


be back of the setback 


Urges Compromise. 


James Arrigo, operator at 48th 
and Holdrege, urged that the coun- 
cil designate a definite number 
of feet out from the building for 
display of fruits and vegetables, 
a limitation which, he said, should 
preserve air and vision rights to 
residents. He pointed out that in 
his business he has little use for 
the setback space except during 
a few weeks in the fall when 
melons have their run. 


George 
Alexander, 
wholesale 


fruit dealer, spoke a word for the 
residential retailer. He explained 
that the small dealer in local busi- 
ness territory, when buying a load 
of melons, has no place to store 
them all unless he can pile some 
of them in front of his building. 
There appeared to be some mis- 


understanding as to application of 
the ordinance in respect to fruit 
and vegetable dealers in the com- 
mercial or downtown district. It 
does not apply at all to them since 
there are" no setbacks in com- 
mercial areas. The dealer who ex- 
hibits his wares in the open does 
so back of the property line as 
distinguished from setback area.

WYOMING OBJECTS TO 


1887 PRIORITY DATE 


Says Nebraska Court Lacked 


Eight to Uphold Claim 


on Platte Water. 


GERING, Neb. (/P>. Wyoming re- 
doubled its attack Monday on wa- 
ter rights held by the Farmers ir- 
rigation district as the hearings in 
the U. S. supreme court suit of 
Nebraska against Wyoming and 
Colorado over North Platte river 
water swung into its third week. 
The center of the attack was 
the more than 30 year old ruling 
by the Nebraska supreme court 
upholding the 1887 priority date 
for the entire Farmers irrigation 
district system, which is now re- 
ported to water approximately 63,- 
000 acres of North Platte valley 
land in western Nebraska. 
R. R. Rose, chief counsel for 
Wyoming, said "the original irri- 
gation system, begun in 1887, wa- 
tered about 1,000 acres. Then in 
1891 another project was begun 
to irrigate another 5,000 acres. It 
wasn't .until 1905 and 1906 that 
the present system was started." 
"Wyoming claims the first proj- 
ect should have an 1887 priority 
date, that 
the 
second 
project 
should have an 1891 priority date 
and the rest of the present sys- 
tem—by far the largest part— 
should have a priority of 1905 or 
1906." 
Rose asserted the Nebraska su- 
preme court ruling shortly after 
the turn of the century upholding 
the 1887 priority for the entire 
project, much of which was not 
built at the time of the decision, 
does not affect Wyoming. 
Paul F, Good, Nebraska's chief 


counsel, entered records of the old 
state supreme court case into the 
present U. S. supreme court hear- 
ings several days ago. 
Wyoming at that time asked for 
time to study the records before 
entering objections voiced in a 
two hour debate Monday with Ne- 
braska attorneys. 
Wyoming has charged that, us- 
ing its 1887 priority date, the 
fanners district has reported 
shortage of water in its canals 
and has asked junior irrigators— 
including those in Wyoming—to 
shut down until the district gets 
its entire 905 second feet of water 
it claims under the old priority. 
Rose declared that the Nebras- 
ka supreme court has jurisdiction 
only over Nebraska and that his 
state willvattempt to set aside the 
ruling in aski ig the U. S. supreme 
court 'to change priority dates.
